The Democracy of Missouri Gathered 
in Music Hall, 


Senator Vest Makes a Ringing Ex- 
position of Party Principles. 


Ex-Gov. Phelps Chosen Temporary 
Chairman of the Convention. 


The Fight for Supreme Judgeship De- 
veloping Unexpected Warmth. 


Ramors of the Withdrawal of Fox—Specu- 
lation as to Who Will Get His Vote— 
Brace Saidte Be the Strongest Man—The 
Railroad Commissionership—The Con- 
yention Called to Order by Chairman 
Shields — Temporary Organization — 
Speeches by Ex-Gov. Phelps, Senator Vest, 
Mayor Francis and Judge Lindley—The 
Delegates Refuse to Accept the River 
Excursion—Meaning of the Refusal—Ap- 
pointment of Committees and Other Pro- 


ceedings. 


The delegates to the State Democratic Con- 
vention had all arrived here at an early hour 
this morning. The hotel rotundas and cor- 
ridors presented the animated appearance 
which usually attends such large gatherings. 

The situation has changed materially since 
last night, when the Martin boom received 
quite a boost and it was generally thought 
that Martin and Brace were in the lead forthe 
nomination for Supreme Judge. The returns 
from the city election, which were over- 
whelmingly in favor of Henry, had been largely 
discounted previousiy, still the effect of 
a clear gain of fifty-five votes for Henry 
wasa matter of no little importance, and no 
opportunity was lost by John O’ Day and other 
prominent Henry men to impress the guiftiess 
country delegates with a little fairy tale that 
Henry had the prize all but within his grasp. 

The most important development this morn- 
ing was a report circulated at the Laciede 
that the friends of Judge Fox had decided to 
withdraw him from the race. The Southeast 


has ninety delegates, all of whom would be 
relieved of their instructions in the event ot 


the rumor proving true. For a_ while 
the excitement was great. Fricnds | 
and managers of Henry, Martin 


and Brace scurried around among the 
Fourteenth Congreesional District delegation, 
button-holing for votes and endeavoring to 
the best of their ability to aid in Fox’s early 
death as a candidate. A POST-DISPATCH re- 
porter who investigated the report stumbled 
across a Fox caucus in room 8 of Hurst's 
Hotel. Sam Byrnes was in the midst 
of an eloquent speech opposing what presuin- 
abiy was an effort to retire his friend tbe 
Judge. He succeeded aftera brilliant display 
of oratory in carrying his point, and it was 
unanimously decided bythe Fourteenth Co.- 
ressional District to piace Judge Fox in nom- 
nation inthe convention. It is understood 
that Sam Byrnes was selected to make tue 
nominating speech. 

This movement to withdraw Fox is not 
withoutits significance. It shows that the 
judge is deplorably weak and that his retire- 
inentis only aquestion of time. Mr. Louis 
Houck oi Cape Girardeau, one of the best 
posted politicians of the great Southeast, said 
to the Post-DiIsPaTCH reporter this morninag 
that in the event of Fox’s withdrawal tbe 
ninety votes of the Southeast would be about 
equally divided between Siartin and Henry. 
‘‘Henry would get at ieast ftorty-tive 
of them,’’ he said, and with that addition 
would come very near the nomination or 
the first ballot. [think that Heary could have 
had alarge part of the Southeast deiegaton 
bad be made a canvass of the district. The 
same may be said of Martin. As itis, Marin 
and Henry will divide the delegation about 
equally as second choice.’’ 

Mr. Frank Blair, who is managing the 
country end of the Martin campaign, stid: 
‘*‘The determination to keep Fox on the track 
wili result in weakening Martin siightly for 
the firet few ballots. I predict that the 
order of the candidates on the first pallot will 
be Brace, Henry, Martin, Fox. Had Fox with- 
drawn it would be changed to Martin, Heary, 
Brace.’’ 

‘‘Should Fox be withdrawn after afew bal- 
lots, what will became of his strengtbh?’’

Nat Dryden of Lincoln County, who will 
second the nomination of Judge Brace, stated 
to some of his friends this morning that the 
report that he was loaded with railroad am- 
munition for Judge Henry is without 
foundation. ‘‘I don’t intend to attack 
Judge Henry in the manner reported. I will 
say, however,’’ said he, ‘that Henry, appre- 
bensive of such a charge is dodging the bricks 
before they are thrown, which goes to prove 
that he is a trifle vulnerable upon the sub- 


Maj. Clark of the Auditor’s Office, Jefferson 
City, astrong Brace man, speaking of the 
effect of Fox's withdrawal from the field, 
said: ‘‘If they pull Fox off, Brace will 
surely get the solid vote of the Southeast.

They should be 
cherished, as they act as a check upon 
one another, though I hope without being 
characterized by bitter party spirit. The strict 
construction of the Constitution was one of 
the principles upon which the two great par- 
tiesin the early history differed and were 
formed. Une was in favor of a strict con- 
struction, the other was a latitudinarian. 
One of the amendments to the Constitution 
Was that all power not delegated to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States was reserved by 
the people themselves. 

The question of taxation on which they 
differ is one that concerns all the States. Our 
State taxation is light comparatively, but 
the taxation of the United States is grievous, 
Our expenditures have run up to an enor- 
mousésum,. It is true that the increased ex- 
pansion of territory caused increased expen- 
ditures, but the increase has been more than 
the needs of the country required. 

One of the principles of the Democratic 
party has been to ievy heavy taxation on 
articles of luxury, but not on articles of prime 
necessity. Shall we reduce the expenditure of 
our Government as we have obligated 
ourselves to the American people? 
In the rush ot business before 
the last Congress this uestion of 
taxation did not receive the attention it should 
but I hope it will hereafter. We have deciared 
that we are in favor of tariff for revenue only. 
We can congratulate ourselves that we have 
wrested one branch of the government from our 
political opponents—the executive who will 


lead the Democratic hosts on to victory. I 
trust that your deliberations will be charac- 
terized by harinony and that I will have your 
good will in the discharge of the duties that 


may devolve on me. 

At the conclusion there were loud cries for 
‘*Vest,’’ and Geo. W. Warder of Kansas City 
moved that Mr. Vest be asked to address the 
meeting. Mr. Shields asked a suspension until 
the announcement of the temporary officers 
had been wade. The motion was then re- 
newed and carried, several delegates voting 
*‘ne.”” 

SENATOR VEST CAME FORWARD 

and said that he was sorry some of the Demo- 
crats of the East could not be here to see this 
representative gathering in ‘‘poor oid Mis- 
sourl.’’ The 8per cent bonds of Missouri 
sold yesterday atapremium of 3per cent. 
This was a sufficient answer to those who had 
said the Democratic party was an incubus 
on the State. The question was often 
asked what was the difference between the 
Democratic and Republican parties to-day. 
It was as zreat to-day as it was in the days of 
Thomas Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton. The 
Republican party was the direct descendant of 
that party which believed in wiping out every 
line between State and Federal authority. The 
peopie wanted no grand centralized power. 

Speaking oi the failure of the last Congress 
to reduce taxation, Mr. Vest said that Mr. 
Randall with thirty so-called Democrats in the 
House had united with the Kepublicans to 
strike down the Morrison bill. The fault 
was not with the Democratic majority in that 
body. Any Democrat, he said, who 
hel« that the Government 
had aright to levy more taxation than was 
necessary for Government maintenance was a 
tepublican in disguise and not a VYemocrat. 
Of the failure to call in the bonds, 
Mr. Vest said that the Democratic House 
had undertaken to say that ea’h month the 
Secretary ofthe Treasury should pay ont all 
of the money in the Treasury, over $100,000, 000, 
to reduce the National debt. He thanked 
God that the President had not affixed his sig- 
nature to the amended resolution forced upon 
the Democratic party in the House by 
the Kepublican majority in the Senate. 
He declared himeeif in favor of paying out 
even a portion of the $100.000,000 to retire the 
interest-bearing debt. Engiand, he said, 
had a reserve of only $30 ,000 ,000. 
He would put the larger portion of this money 
into circulation. Every man, woman and 
child was pledged to the payment of the 
National debt. When there was a run onthe 
Treasury of the United States there would, he 
said it with reverence, be arun on the Maker 
of the universe. 

Speaking of constitutional iimitations, he 
said there was a tendency on the partof the 
people to say that they were tired of the old 
constitutional idea of being called a Bourbon. 
He thanked God he was a_ Bourbon. 
Just before he left Washington a story 
was rife about an Irish member who 
went to see the President about a bill the 
President was about to veto as unconstitu- 
tional. The Congressman told Mr. Cleveland 
that he venerated the Constity- 
tion, but ‘‘it ought not to come between 
frienda.’’ That was what a good inany people 
seemed to think. 

Of the difference between the Democracy 
East and West Mr. Vest said that the peopleof 
the East were money lenders—of the West, 


money borrowers. It was midsummer 
madness to expect Congressmen 
to be angels. They were too often far from 
it. They represented’ the sentiments 
of tbeir sections. The only safety for 
the peopie and the party was 
to stand by the Constitution. 


The taxing power of the Government should 
not be used for the suppression of one indus- 
try and the building up of another. 
Coming back to Missourt Mr. Vest 
said the only epitaph he would ask when he 
died was that he had been true to the people 


of Missouri. He heard the same 
ery now that he had heard 
for years. Disappointed office-seekers had 


bolted the Democratic party and were rur- 
ning around the country like a dog without a 
olitical coliar. Some called themseives Pro- 
ibitionists, some Greenbackers. They had 
no party. God help them! 

Tne Democratic party had elected an bonest 
man Presideat. He differed with him on mat- 
ters of public policy, and he had toid him so. 
He believed that the President was not throw- 
ing out Republicans enough. He believed 
that you might as well feed & 
tiger on sponge cake to tame him 
as to try to convert an oid Radical by giving 
bim an Office. He differed with the President 
on the silver question. He had always found 
in politics that the yg oe way was the 
best. One trouble in issourl was that 
the Democratic party had not carried out the 
raiiroad laws of the State. He had 
taken fees from railroads and been 
a ‘‘railroad lawyer.’’ One of the best 
things the last Congress had done 
was to forfeit 100,000,000 acres of land, ani to 
appropriate money to increase the navy. The 
people of Missouri must entorce the laws 
against the pooling of railroads. There was 
another question thrust upon the party— 
the prohibition question. He was op d to 
the convention deciaring itself on this ques- 
tion. He was opposed to probibition; but 
his fellow-Democrats had a right to vote 
the other way. This talk of not allowing the 

eopie to express their opinion was ae 

the po 


he people could go to 
and vote for members of the 
Legislature who favored Prohibition 


if they wantedto. He was opposed to pro- 
hibition because he did not believe it was the 
true friend of temperance. He believed in 
— license and local option.

TOLEDO, O., August 18.—There was much 
anxious discussion last night in the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions of the Democratic State 
Convention.

A GRAND MILITARY SHOW PROJECTED 
FOR WASHINGTON. 


The Affair to Be a Big Business Eoom—Con- 
sul Siler’s Charges Against United States 
Naval Officers at Cape Town—The Con- 
sul’s Evidence Corroborated.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 18.—For some 
time past a number ofactive business men of the 
District have been revolving some project to 
boom Washington by attracting visitors 


from various quarters of the coun- 
try at some auspicious season. Of late 
the preference seems to have been turned 
towards a grand national drill competition 
and camp of National Guards. Recently 
Mr. T. C. Delon of Mobile, who: was the 
leading spirit of the inter-State drill in 
that city last year, reached Washington after 
concluding the work of the Albany Centennial. 
He was requested to remain here for confer- 
ence and some days ago a meeting was called 
to consider the matter practically. A meeting 
was held at Williard’s Hotel last night with 
District Commissioner Wheatly as chairman. 
A careful examination was had of the vari- 
ous aspects and results of inter-State 
competitive drills, heretofore held in 
various States, and it was decided that a 
national drill at Washington, in the latter 
part of next May, would be the most attractive 
and successful plan which could be adopted. 
It is proposed to give larger money prizes for 


all arms than ever before, not less 
than $30, 600 being needed for these 
and similar expenses. The date of the 


drill is fixed at the end of May for the reason 
of greater convenience to organiZations ex- 
pected to compete, and also to closethe drill 
exercises with a grand parade of volun- 
teer soldiers from __— ail sections of 
the country on Decoration Day at Arlington. 
A committee was ordered to be appointed, of 
which Commissioner Wheatley is Chairman, 
and to consist of nine representative citizens 
to arrange the details of the national drill anc 
report at an carly date.

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 18.—There is 
more trouble growing out of the official con- 
duct of naval officers at Cape Town, on the 
southeast coast of Africa, mention of which 
appeared not long since in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, based upon the reports of 
Consul Siler to the State Department, which 
refiected on Paymaster Thompson of the 
United States man-of-war Lancaster, and Capt. 
Potter, acting Admiral in command of the 
South Atlantic squadron. Mr. A. C, Stephens 
who arrived here to-day direct from Cape 
Town was before the Navy Department and 


corroborated the statement ot Consul! 
Siler in his official communication to 
the State Department, Mr. Stephens 


in his testimony disclosed the fact that a 
curious custom had long since prevailed at 
Cape Town by the officers of the American 
men-of-wur, When they put in there 
for supplies. The most serious charge, how- 
ever, is made against Paymaster Thompson 
of the Lancaster. Last January supplies 
were purchased, and it appears there 
has been great rivalry etween the 
various ship chandiers at Cape Town 
to secure the trade ot the ship supplies trom 
that point. This became so formidable that 
the officers of the vessels were soon 
supposed to be implicated in the 
purchases, and to be sharing a 
portion of the profits realized by the person 
incky enough to get the contracts. Mr. 
Stephens’ statement is to the effect 
that a broker, Joseph Grady, who never 
owned a bundred dollars worth of goods 
in his life, was always given the contracts in

The 
statement contains a hundred or more 
similar instances which, on his estimation, 
made the lot of supplies cost as much 
as $5,000 more than they would cost from any 
responsible dealer. In some cases, Grady, 
according to Stephens’ statement, charged 


as high as per cent more 
than the market value of the 
articles.

A Liverpool cable states that the English 
crop of wheat this year is the smallest on 
record by 8,000,000 bu. ——-The amount of wheat 
and flour on passage to.the United Kingdom 
has inereased 1,200,000 bu, but wheat on pass- 
age to the Continent shows no change. Corn 
on the ocean headed for Europe decreased 
255,000 bu.——‘‘Here’s a dandy bear item,’’ 
said Sid Francis and he readatelevram from 
Chicago, which stated: ‘*High au- 
thority from Northwest say they will move as 
much wheat this year as last. Increase 
crop in Minnesota and increase average in 
Dakota counterbalances damave in Dakota.’’ 
‘*That fellow,’’ remarked D. P. Grier, ‘‘must 
be short wheat and long stocks.’’ ‘‘Well,’’ 
broke in T. G. Bowman, ‘‘if Ihad the nerve 
of achurch mouse I’d sell 200,000 wheat and 
I’ll bet money it would make me §$2,000in ten 
days.’’ ‘‘Here, Bowman,’’ eagerly exclaimed 
Joe Sherry, ‘‘vou furnish the money on that 
scheme and I'll furnish the nerve.’’——bB. 
R. Weems of Mobile, Ala., was on 
’Change to-day. He said the corn crop 
of his State was very short this year and 
they would have to buy more corn than in any 
a for some time past. He had been out in 
‘ansas buying corn, which would be shipped 
by the Gulf road, not coming near St. Louis. 
‘*In fact,’’ remarked Mr. W., ‘‘we buy very 
littie stuff in St. Louis except mill feed.’’ The 
cotton crop of Alabama, he thinks, is about 
an average one. Mr. Weems: is a

THE AMENDMENT QUESTION. 

The Democratic State Convention can- 
not be too clear and emphatic in pro- 
nouncing against the adoption of a pro- 
hibition amendment to the Constitution.

club in the hands of the Republican man- 
agers which they mayuse effectively. It 
will enable the Republicans to capture the 
prohibition vote by declaring for submis- 
sion without declaring for prohibition, 
thus safely tiding over the difficulty which 
is now besetting their party everywhere.

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A CASE IN POINT. 


A few days ago we published a para- 
graph from the Kansas City Star stating 
that the large Jackson County delegation 
marshaled and controlled by Boss Corri- 
GAN would come to this convention to 
workand dicker for Judge Henry and 
JOHN O’Day, in spite of the fact that the 
bar of Jackson County was overwhelmingly 
opposed to thatcandidate. Boss CoRRIGAN 
is supposed to be worth over $1,000,000 all 
made by manipulating Kansas City poli- 
tics in the last ten years. For his success 
in getting and keeping this wealth 
he is largely indebted to Supreme 
Court decisions over-ruling the decisions 
of the local courts. It was recently re- 
ported that he had sold to a Union Pacific 
Syndicate for $1,000,000 street -Tailways 
which had never been assessed for tax- 
ation at one-tenth of that sum. He and 
the syndicate are now contesting in the 
courts the right of Kansas City to collect 
a license tax of $25 a year on each car 
operated.

THE ANARCHIST TRIAL. 


The Big Bill Cook County Will Have to 
Pay. 
CuicaGco, August 18.—The cost of trying the 
anarchists will be a heavy tax upon the coun- 
ty. The extraordinary expenses can easily be 
computed. The Court summoned 1,100 men 
for jury service, who were paid $2 per day for 
their attendance, and who drew an average of 
H.50each. This biil is 4,750. The jury-fees 
Wiil amount to a total of $1,160. The hotei bill 
for the jurors will be about $1,200. Bailiffs in 
attendance upon the jury during the sixty 
days of the trial have incurred an additional 
-board bill of $350. Six of the prisoners huve 
been confined in the County Jail since May 
6 at a cost of 30 cents per day, and Parsons 
has boarded there since June 21. This ex- 
pense is $2]l1 to Friday. Whether the jury con- 
victs or disagrees, this item will be still fur- 
ther increased. The cost of employing a 
special bailiff to summon the talesmen is about 
400. A draughtsman was employed for over 
a month in making surveysand drawing the 
plans used inthe trial atan expense ot $150. 
Iwo interpreters have cost about $450, and 
since the testimony began the Siate has em- 
ployed an extra stenographer at $10 a day and 
has been to a daily expense of $20 in telegraph- 
ing, the boarding of witnesses and other small 
items. ‘This adds at leagt $1,000 to the bill. 
Mr. George Ingham has been employed to 
assist the State at a cost of $2,500. His com- 
pensation is said to be $50 a day. The ex- 
pense for witnesses has been smali. Only 
those whocome from outside the county re- 
ceive fees, and they have been few in num- 
ber. The tees and transportation of witnesses, 
und extra expenses incurred by Capt. Schaack 
and bis detectives far cartare, boarding, wit- 
nesses and giving small sums to Waller, 
Seliger and other informers will be cuvered 
by $ Mr. Furthman and several detectives 
have incurred expense bDilis in trips to Umaha, 
Grand Rapids and other towns amounting to 
about $i50. These itemg cover pretty neurly 
all the especial expenses of the trial, and 
their total! is $15,02U. 
Judge Gary's salary is $3,500 per year, or $553 
during the two months of the trial. State's 
Attorney Grinnell and three assistants bave 
heen busy for about three months, and dur- 
ing that time their combined salaries amount 
to $3,225. Stenographer Purcell during the 
same time drew #50. The salaries of two 
clerks of the court must be inciuded. The 
Court Record Writer will be occupied three 
months at a salary of $50, and the Court 
Clerk two months at $220. 
About eighteen baliffs have been assigned to 
duty on the case to watch the prisoners and 
the jurors, and to guard the court-room 
doors. They receive $1,200 per year, and have 
been on duty in this case two months. Their 
bill is $%,600. There is, moreover, a chief 
baliff at $1,500 per year, and two watchmen at 
7 ae ayear. Their wages for two months is 


For over three months Capt. Schaack and 
some twenty detectives have given most 
of their time and attention to this case. 
Itis impossible accurately to egtimate the 
proportion of their salaries chargeabie to the 
trial expensa, butitis safe to say that this 
item ougit to add $2,000 to the account. 
Their total salaries for three months would 
be $6,460. For a month six policemen have 
been assigned tu duty at the Criminal Court 
Building, and their pay for that time is $500. 
These are about all the regular expenses, not 
ineluding the cost of caring for the court-room 
and cleaning and lighting it. This, however, 
is trivial. These reguiar items amount to 
$11,700. Added to the especial expense, and 


allowing for numerous small iteins, which 
cannot be got at just now, the total cost of 
the trial up to Auguat appears to be about 


$25,000. Some of the officials think the account 
will reach $30,000.

A STORMY RELIEF, 


THE HOT SPELL SWEPT AWAY BY WIND 
AND RAIN. 


The Blow Last Night-A Flood of Water 
Which Was Welcomed by All-~The 
Phenomena of the Sudden Change in the 
Temperature—Damage to Preperty. 


Seersucker suits crowded around the ther- 
mometer this morning and wondered what 
they were made for. They seemed to be thor- 
oughly done for, the mercury registering that 
grateful refreshing temperature of 78 deg. 
Sunday morning three showers interposed 
themselves between Saturday’s heat and 
the Sabbath, but the mercury was wilful and 
vetoed the shower effects in a truly Demo- 
craticmanner. Last night a real, genuine, 
old-fashioned, sixteen-ounces-to-the-pound

The sun managed to get in its 
light this morning only by a circuitous route, 
being reflected from the back of one cloud to 
the face of another untilit fell to the earth 
cool and white as) 606a)6C6C6WWe8t—SCSCOEnd 
maiden in this summer weather.

in small flashes. At 9:45, Observer Linn 
of the Signal Service Corps saw 
the first flash of real light. 
ning that presaged the thunder-storm,. 


The breeze that had been blowing all evening 
gathered strength, and became at 10 0’clock a 
respectable wind pitiay * from the northeast. 
The temperature was de It had fallen 
from 08 deg., the maximum réading of the day 
taken after2 o’cluck in the afternoon. The 
reuding of 102 deg., which was the maximum 
for Monday at 6 o’clock p. m., was reduced to 
00 deg. at 10 o'clock that night. 

Increasing strength inthe movement of the 
wind marked the storm’s further approach. 
Trees were rocked about in dangerous fashion 
and protested ina noisy way againstthe dis- 
turbance. Alight rain began to fall at 1:55 4a. 
m., few drops, but all of them huge, and, be- 
ing blown by the wind, hammered against 
window panes like hail. The lightning con- 
tinued to flash vividly, every cut through the 


darkness being followed by loud 
thunder. An especially vivid flash 
at 2:57 rang telephone bells and 
produced an awful thunder crash. The 


ioudest thunder was at 2:48 a.m. At2:40a, in. 
heavy rain began to fall, continuing until 3 
o'clock in torrents. The clouds seemed to be 
in a way to make up forall their summer de- 
ficit; gutters were flooded, streets washed, 
and, just as the sewers began to choke, 
the ruin ceased. Fitful showers fol- 
lowed after 8 o'clock, degentrating about 
7 o’clock to fine rizzie that ceased 
an hour later. The. rainfall was not 
remarkable in quantity, mespenga the dis- 
turbance incident to its coming had remark- 
able effect upon the temperature. After 2 
o’clock the temperature fell to 7ideg. The 
maximum velocity of the wind was attained at 
2:45, when it blew for five minutes, in guats, 
at a speed of fifty-five miles an hour.

west to southeast. The lower clouds were ob- 
served to be moving from the east, while the 
upper formations moved from the northwest.

A COWARDLY DEED. 


An Old Man and His Son Shot Down by a 
Neighbor. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., August 18,—Information 
has reached here ofa bloody tragedy in the 
Cherokee Nation, Sunday evening, at a point 
twelve miles above Webber’s Falls. It seems 
Lock Langley and Thomas Monroe had some 
trouble a day or two previous about some 
stock breaking intoa fleld. Sunday evening 


Monroe and his family started to church and 
when a short distance from home were 
overtaken by Langley who was armed 
with a double-barreled shot-gun. On 
coming up to the party he began 
cursing and abusing them, whereupon 
Monroe told him that if he had his gun with 
him he could not treat him in that manner. 
Langiey replied: ‘'Go and get your gun.’’ 
Monroe then told his oldest son, Allen, to go 
and getit. The boy started, but had only got 
a short distance when Langley shot bim in the 
pbece with a load of buckshot and then turned 
and shota similar load into the body of old 
man Monroe. Both father and son died imme- 
diately. The sragoey was witnessed only by 
the wife and small children of the murdered 
man and his gon.

THE POLISH CHURCH WAR, 


Father Kolasinki’s Supporters Enraged and 
Threaten a Bloody Riot. 


DETROIT, August 18.—The announcement 
that the St. Albertus Polish Catholic Church 
would be reopened Sunday next, and that the 
successor to Father Kolasinski, the recalol- 
trant priest removed by Bishop Borgess, would 
be chosen atthe meeting of the synod of the 


diocese Thursday, created the great- 
est excitement among the parishioners 
yesterday, ang geveral thousand men and 


women gathered at the church. The keys 
are inthe hands of Kolasingki’s supporters, 
who refused to give them up, and carpenters 
were set at work to remove the doors. The 
crowd soon stopped this, and a riot was immi- 
nent whenthe police arrived. Kolasinski is 
now in Minnesota and it was resolved to tele- 
graph him asking for his advice. It is asserted 
that the acquittal of the three Poles who were 
tried for murder in connection with the Polish 
riots of last winter, has emboldened the 
Poles, and it is believed that any outbreak 
which may ocour between now and Sunday 
will be an unusually bloody one.

THE REPORTED RENEWAL OF THE AFGHAN 
TROUBLE DENIED. 


Salisbury’s Parliamentary Programme— 
Churchill or Beach to Introduce an Irish 
Measure—Labouchere’s Cable Letter on 
the Tory Government's Policy and Cham- 
berlain’s Vall—The Belfast Riots— Orange 
Prejudice—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 18.—After causing excite- 
ment in every diplomatic circle, depressing al 
the bourses of Europe and sending foreign 
correspondents fiying about, the Standard this 
morning quietly eate- its words and 
inserts the official denial of its 
alarming statement of yesterday 
about the Afghan boundary commis- 
sion. The latter may ‘probably separate 
and come home, but by entirely amicabie 
arrangement between England and Russia, 
leaving only one point of issue, namely, 
Khoja Saleh, to be subsequently settled. 

The Cabinet Council yesterday com- 
pleted the arrangements of the busi- 
ness for the meeting of Parliament to- 
morrow. The Queen’s speech will probably 
give no indication ofthe Irish policy of the 
Government, but Churchill or Beach will state 


at an early point in the discussion which 
will follow that a measure will 
be introduced early next year 


dealing with local government and land in 
Ireland. I believe this will be accepted by the 
Liberals but not by the Parnellites. Sexton 
will probably lead the attack as soon as the 
debate opens, which very likely will be pro- 
longed over voting the address to the Queen. 
The Government will propose that the sup- 
plies bave precedence. The Conservatives 


hope that the house will rise by September 10.

A WEAK ALLIANCE, 


The Course of the Government—Chamber- 
lain’s Fali—Mrs. Mackay. 
Specia] Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, August 18.—The final decision of 
the Ministry to baye a session merely for the 
estimates is one of those odious tricks which 
tend to show what contemptible coursesa 
Government must have recourse to which is 
dependent for its existence upon aweak al- 
liance with those who profess upon all sub- 
jects except oneto bein mhtagonism with it. Be- 
forethe lagt Parliament was prorogued with a 
view to the general election it was distinctly 
understood that there was to be a bona fide 
autumn session. The tien opposition itseif 
insisted upon a promise being given to call 
Parliament togetherin August sbould the re- 
sult of the election be put in doubt. With the 
verdict in tavor of Mr. Gladstone, he might 
have remained in office, bave called Pariia- 
ment together to pass estimates, have de- 
ferred enunciating any Irish policy until next 


year, but he deemed himself bound in 
honor either to resign or to submit 
his policy to Parliament not later 


than October. Little did he know the 
opponents with whom he had to contend. 
Having grabbed eagerly at office, their object 
is to retain it as long as possible without fac- 
ing Parliament with a policy. Their quarry has 
been run down; they want to enjoy the spoil, 
and on this, like vultures, they will batten so 
long as they are not diaturbed. No one in the 
political field ia more to be pitied than Cham.- 
berlain himself. His instincts are good. He 
had an excellent position in the country. Now 
step by step ne has fallen until, after quar- 
reling with the caucus that, according to him, 
was to decide everything, because it would not 


accept his-dictation, after finding himself de- 
{ serfed by the Radicals, with the exception of 
office-mongers who hope that he may one day 
get them some treasury crumbs, after having 
done bis best to insure a Tory triumph atthe 
elections, he is now a humble follower of the 
Whig gang, which, after using him and de- 
grading him, williturnon himandrend him. 
How is it thatso able, or, as Americans say, 
80 smarta man bas made such fatal mistakes 
and thus wrecked himself when almost at the

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 


Correspondents Abused by the Orange 
Press for Alleged Biased Reports, 
Special Cablegram to the Pest- Dispatch, 
BELFAST, August 18.—The principal local 
organ of the Orange party yesterday morning 
severely attacked the correspondents of the 
London papers and on the papers generally 
now represented here for what it deems to be 
the biased tone of their reports on the recent 
disturbance here, It begins by giving this 
brief version of the affair of last Sunday morn- 
ing: 


The Protestants, as already stated, were 
invaded. Some of their houses were wantonly 
attacked and afterwards fusilladed. Men’s 
lives were jeopardized in their own homes,and 
women and children were terrified alinust to 
death by the bombardment to which their 
dwellings were ee It would, indeed, 
have been strange if people suffering under 
this treatment had remained absolutely pas- 
sive, Deserted by the authorities and totally 
unprotected, they obtained arms and endeav- 
ored to repel their assailants. That was the 
whole story of the shooting affray. 


Then foliows half a column of complaint and 
abuse, from which I have made the following 
extract; 


The remarkable manner in which the 
Protestants of the Shankhill road have been 
belied and traduced, and the equally remark- 
able style in which the Falis rowdies and po- 
lice have been complimented and written up, 
clearly show the sources from which the sub- 
stance of these reports has been obtained. 
Only strong loeal bias or grogs local ignorance 
could accomplish such acrucifixion of truth 
as is daily displuyed, Probably it is the former 
acting upon the latter. Whateverthe reason, 
the Protestants of the Shankhill road and of 
helfast generally have oO ge | moré than 
slight cause to complain of the false 
light in which they are placed before 
newspaper readers and of the way in which 
the iniquities of others have bten unjustly 
fathered upon them by chroniclers who have 
never set foot on the Sbankhill road in their 
lives, and who are content to glean colored or 
distorted tacts from officials or from National- 
ists as to what transpires there. 


REPORTS OF PROTESTANT CORRESPONDENTS. 

This ie a fair example of the style of jour- 
nalism with which this citv is afflicted 
and to which its wunfortunate con- 
dition is to be largely attributed. There 
are ten or twelve correspondents 
here represerating New York, London, 
and Dublin papers. Most of these gentlemen 
are here for the firat time, and every one of 
them is a Protestant and is in sympathy with 
the Protestant religion. I have been careful 
to learn this fact, for the imputation con- 
tained in the extract above given is no less 
ungenerousthan untruthful. The bigotry and 
unfairness of the Urange party are so con- 
spicuous that the sympathies of the unpreja- 
diced visitor, whatever his religious prediiec- 
tion, naturuily fall to the side of the Catholics. 
The reports sent from this city by correspond.- 
ents, so far as I have been abie to 
observe, have neither been exaggerated nor 
grossly biased If they go to Catholic sources 
for their information, it is because they fo 
into Protestant districts at the risk of their 
lives. Four local reporters have already been 
set upon and dangerously beaten by Orange 
mobs. The truth, however, is that the prin- 
cipal correspondents here visit the Orange 
quarter every day notwithstanding the warn- 
ings of the police who are themselves airaid to 
enter the Shankhill road. I spent two hours 
on that celebrated thoroughfare yester- 
day afternoon, and I have not seen 
any people so completely abandoned 
to disorder since the civil war in 
America whenlwas a boy on the western 
border of Missouri. There was not a police- 
man to be seen from one end of it to the other. 
The threat is made without disguise that they 
would be killed ifthey were to go there. Is 
there another city on earth that hasinita 
district 80 desperately bad that the constituted 
authorities have been kept out ofit for more 
than a week? 

ON THE SHANKHILL ROAD. 

Asli stood talking to a local leader named 
Mckhibben a man ran by with blood streaming 
froma gash on his face, pursued by a gang of 
roughs. It wasa Catholic who had ventured 
over there and been recognized. He ran for 
his life down toward the Catholic quarter and 
had a very narrow escape. lt was but an in- 
cident, such as may be seen there every day. 
I fail to see what apology can be made for this 
state of things. There will certainly 
be no end to these riots until some 
power comes in to suppress the open and de.- 
fiant revolt of the Orange element against the 
police. The Tory press of Belfast, the Orange 
leadcrs and the principal Protestant preach- 
ers are constantly giving encouragement to 
the ignorant and brutal Orange masses who 
are only held back from day to day by the bay- 
onets of 5,000 British soldiers. 

No serious outbreak occurred yesterday, and 
the city Was quiet ata late hour last night. It 
is useless to make any guesses as to what may 
happen or how soon. Thére is no subsidence 
of ill feeling between the opposing parties, and 
only a forced cessation of hostilities.

A PRACTICAL EXHISIT. 


WHAT THE VISITORS TO THE EXPOSITION 
WILL SEE IN MACHINERY HALL. 


The Process of Making Shoes—Barbed Wire 
Fencing and Brick Machines—An Active 
Exposition of Labor-Saving Appliances— 
Principal Features of the Display... 


Not tne least interesting or important part 
of every Exposition is that devoted to the ex- 
hibition of mechanical appliances. The Ex- 
position cannot compete with the Fair in its 
display of agricultural or road machinery, but 
it has stolen from the old Fair all the glory of 
its Mechanical Hall. All the indoor exhibit of 
swiftly revolving wheels mounted on polished 
shafts of huge engines and far-throwing 
pumps has been transferred from the Fair 
Grounds to the big building on Olive street. 
There a place is kept constantly in order for 
its reception, and the steel and iron are better 
protected from the corroding influence of 
atmospheric moisture. It was hardly an 
object for manufacturers to transport 
and put in position pieces of machinery 
of many tons weight to be taken apart and 
removed after six days. So the Exposition, 
which corrects every fault of the Fair, has 
gained in popularity every year with the ex- 
hibitors of heavy machinery, and the pros- 
pects are that this year Machinery Hall will be 
even more attractive than it has been in sea- 
sons past. Here, as on the floors above, 
that which attracts the public’s eye and 
starts the public’s tongue to wagging is 
being sought for by exhibitors. It is not 
sufticient thatthe bucolic visitor or even his 
city cousin should be shown a piece of 
machinery in motion if they do not know its 
uses. Even an explanation is not sufficient. 
Vhey want to see it atits work. They want to 
watch the iron hands take up the crude mater- 
ial and fashion it into the useful and the beau- 
tiful. The same curiosity that impels the 
child to take its mechanical doll to pieces to see 
how it works animates older minds. They 
want to know how things are made. 

MAKING SHOES. 

To gratify their curiosty a number of the ex- 
hibitorsin Machinery Department will! have 
in operation various pieces of labor-saving 
machinery used in fashioning articles in every- 
day use. Principal among these will be an ex- 
hibit by a wholesale shoe-house/ Shoe-mak- 
ing is one of the most important of St. Louis 
interests. Since the invention of improved 
appliances for the cutting, shaping and sewing 
ot ijeather, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been invested in shoe-making in St. 
Louis. The operation of the machinery is 
simple. A great many boys are employed at 
the industry. It is taugnt to unskilled nenand 
boys in penitentiaries and retorm schools. 
Under the new order of things workmen in 
shoe factories are not paid by the day. Like 
the miner in the pit they are paid by the quan- 
tity of their product. The machinery of large 
factories is divided into sets, each set capable 
of producing perfect shoes from the raw 
material. According to the number of shoes 
produced by each set of machinery the work- 
men in charge of that set are paid. Acom- 
plete set of shoemaking machinery will be on 


exhibition at the Exposition. lt will 
inciude about twenty-eight pieces 
and occupy a space 60x18 feet. 


The workmen will startin with pieces of rough 
leather and turn out finished shoes. The ma- 
chinery will be explained to those interested 
in the process. 
DIES AND PULLEYS. 
Another branch of industry which isto be 
practically illustrated is the manufacture of 
stamps and dies and turned pulleys. This 
process, which has,yheen seen at other Ex- 
positions, is not so interesting perhaps as 
shoemaking, as it deals with objects not so 
familiar to the public mind. For those inter- 
ested in machinery, however, it will have its 
attractions. 
FENCES. 

With the introduction of wire as a substitute 
for wood inthe fencing in of large tracts of 
land in localities where wood is scarce hag 
sprung up an industry which employs thou- 
sunds of skilled and unskilled laborers. The 
manufacture of barbed wire for fencing has 
become an important indust in St. Louis. 
At the Exposition two firms will havein opera- 
tion the latest machinery for barbing wire. 
Three other firms will have on 
exhibition machinery for the construction 
of the latest thing in fences, a combination 
of wood and twisted wire, so intimately woven 
together that the fencing as sold is all ready to 
put in position. The competition between 
these five fence-making concerns should re- 
sult in the production of some very unique 
displays. Samples of the fencing as it emerges 
from the machine will be given to visitors to 
take home as souvenirs. 

PUMPS. 
The display of pumps made last year at the 
Exposition, according to Superintendent 
Jobnston, was the finest ever made atany Ex- 
position in this country except the Phiiadel- 
phia Exposition of 1876. This year the dis- 
ten / will be as large as it was in 1885. The St. 
souis Exposition has the finest tank in the 
country, 56x18 feet. It is handsome! 
finished and _ inclosed. Pouring their 
streams into it from every direction will 
be pumps of alisizes and capacities, from 
the littie fellow with aquarter-inch nozzle 
to the big mine puinps, forcing a stream near- 
lytwo feetin diameter There will also bea 
fine display of ee mining machinery, 
and the air blast that lifts the unsuspecting 
visitor off his feet or carries his hat up tothe 
ceiling and keeps it suspended in mid-air, 
will occupy @ prominent place. 
RAILWAY APPLIANCES. 

In the line of railway appliances there will 
bea great variety. The big and little lnco- 
motives that were seen in operation last year 
will be in position again. Tnere will be 


supplies, including patent car-couplings of 
divers ingenious makes. There will be sta- 
tionary signuls and moveable signals and sig- 
nals operated by electricity. 

A COMPLETE EXHIBIT. 

In the line of practical exhibits there will 
alsobe three brick machines turning out 
souvenir bricks atarapid rate. Any intoxi- 
cated rural visitor will be entitled to one brick 
on application to the Superintendent. There 
will be scroil-saws in operation, turning out 
puzzles and other fancy souvenirs.

FINALLY FORMED. 


A Pool on Linseed Oil and Flaxseed Com- 
pleted in Chicago. 


The linseed oil pool, about which so much 
has been said in the lasttwo months, is now 
certainly in existence. Meetings have been 
held in Chicago during that time attended by 
representatives of nearly all the mills in the 
Western country, but owing tc the fact that 
‘‘nearly’’ preceded ‘‘all’’ the meetings were 
not as successful as the promoters of the pool 


desired. The last meeting was the most en- 
joyable. It was held last Thursday and the 
crushers who have so ardently hoped to get 
their brothers in line were gratified to learn 
thatthe pool was aimost compieted. They 
now bave assurances that 95 per cent of the 


‘flaxseed crushers in the country are in the 


pool. Indeed, thereis but one large mill out 
of it, and that will be cared for by members 
who are certain of controlling it. The 
ae is formed under the name of the Western 

luxs Seed Crushers Association and has adopt- 
ed stringent rules as to the business pf ng nn 
ofits members. Tho price of seed has been 
fixed at $1.08 and oil at4@ cents. Penalties of 
importance are prescribed for offenders against 
the rules. The out-put of each mill is 
limited toa percentage of its capacity, and 
an excess purchase of seed is to be equalized 
by the mill turning over to a short crusher 
either seed or vil. The crop of seed as now 
estimated is between eight? and nine million 
bushels, or about 35 per cent. short. The an- 
nual consumption of linseed oil in the 
country is about 25,000,000 gallons, in the man- 
ufacture of which 10,000,000 bushels of seed are 
used. The existing stock of oil in dealers’ 
and crushers’ hands will not be more than suf- 
ficient to make up the deficiency. This con- 
dition makes the oil situation firm and an ad- 
vance of price ofat least two cents will be 
made at the next meeting of the pool. The 
seed now coming in from the harvest is held 
for higher price. but neither in Chicago nor 
here are the crushers buying. The bulk of the 
receipts are being stored in elevators in 
Chicago.
